breakers—father and son, the Shaws— 
*'ho are extraordinarily good woodsmen,' 
fugitives of the law and murderer* of. 
Deputy Sheriff Hoffman, are proving too 
smart for half the law officers of the 
etate. 
A vrek ajo they broke out of 


the Windsor county jail, and the pros- 
pects of their capture are very slim. 
They may'get acrosa'the Canadian bor-> 
tier, and trending to the eastward to 
Into the degtve forests of northern Maine, 
•where they'will be safe froia capture for 
ft lonf time. 


Two huntrwel or more constables an* 


fcrmsd citliena of the state have followed 
the trail, but the Shawe seem to have 
the greatest ease in eluding: capture. It 
IE intlnSated that the courage of the 
deputy sheriffs !B open to question, tor 
the reports from them too often agree, 
that they almost carnered tha Shaws, 
but when they swooped down on the hid- 
ing place the men wisre not there. 
The 


man hunt is getting to be a joke In 
•ome places, for the Shaws are reported 
at a dozen places or wore, at once, and 
parties will (rafeh out on false reports 
Iwith greatest alacrity, only to return 
With no news. 


Most of the people believe that the 


Bhawa will not allow themselves to be 
taken alive, and tMs is one reason why 
some of the timid searchers reach the 
Bhaws' trail just too late to get the 
quarry. Most of the hunting parties the 
past two days have started out from 
Middlebury, and as everyone is armed 
the impression would be conveyed to a 
Btranger that there were neighborhood 
feuds in full blaat.

powder has been burnt yet, but some 
cf the officers are learning more about 
teh hills of Vermont than they ever knew 
before. 


The Shaws are thoroughly familiar 


;with this section of the state, and they 
appear to be working north under cover 
of the hills. 
While they were at Rip- 


ton Sunday night it is hardly thought 
likely that the fugitives stayed there, yet 
parties are etill exploring that section. 


Mr. and Mrs. George Flanders of Rip- 


ton, at whose house the Shaws obtained 
food early Monday morntlng, have not 
teen arrested, although there are re- 
ports that such action will be taken.

The sensational stories of people be- 


ing shot at by either-the Shaws or the 
officers, and of whole kennels of blood- 
fcounds being turned loose on the coun- 
tryside are considered ridiculous.

nothing to shoot at, and as for dogs, not 
over half a dozen have been used, and 
these proved of no use, because it has 
not been possible to find a. good trail. 
The Shaws are probably on the e«st side 
of the mountains, as they were wise 
enough to leave the west side after the 
killing of Deputy Sheriff Hoffman.

from some of the western sections it 
appears as it the fight was on all along 
the line for the establishment of the 
eight-hour day. Labor unions seem to 
be united in a demand for the ahorter 


, hours. The shorter day is surely com- 
' ing. Manufacturers may just as well 
acce"t this truth and begin their ad- 
justment to the conditions that the 
•eight-hour day will impose. It will not 


• come without great hardships to many 
employers, perhaps rum to a large 
number, but it is impossible to stay Its 
advance. The unequalled conditions of 
industry and the uneaual condition* 
of labor itself make the movement cost- 
ly. If state laws demanded something 
like equal hours and if labor were 
more united in its demands the shorter 
day would come witn far less friction. 
But it is idle to speculate. There never 
were anything like ideal conditions for 
an onward movement in the labor 
world and there probably never will be. 
The march of labor is a march much 
resembling the march of an army in 
the cost and hardships which it entails 
and it is well that the cost and hard- 
ships should be largely lost sight of in 
the contemplation of the victory to be 
wo.1. It is.by dwelling on victories not 
on costs that social progress is made.

Pie Explnlni th* Process *T WKlefc 


Their Evil* Are Undone. 


Mr. Carnegie believes In letting trusts 


alone, and iu the May Century In a pa- 
per called "Popular Illusions About 
.Trusts" he explains his attitude: 


"Every attempt to monopolize the 


manufacture of any staple article car- 
ries within its bosom the seeds of fall- 
lire. Long before we oould legislate 
with, much effect against trusts there 


| would be no necessity for legislation. 
| The past proves this, and the future i* 
! to confirm it There should be nothing1 


but encouragement for these vast ag- 
gregations of capital for the manufac- 
ture of staple articles. As for the re- 
sult being an increase of price to the 
consumer beyond a brief period, there 
need be no fear. On the contrary, the 
inevitable resuk of these aggregations 
ia finally and permanently to give 10 
thflr consumer cheaper articles than 
would have been otherwla^posslble to 
obtain, for capital is stimulated by the 
high profits of the trust for a season to 
embark against it The result is very 
soon a capacity of production beyond 
the wants of the consumer, and as tha 
new works erected are of the most im- 
proved pattern and capable of produc- 
ing cheaper than the old works the vul- 
nerable trusts are compelled to buy 
and capitalize at two or three times 
their cost There Is thus no danger 
ahead to the community from trust* 
nor any cause for fear. 


"The great natural laws, being tha 


outgrowth of human nature1 and hu- 
man needs, keep on their Irresistible 
course. Competition in all department* 
of human activity Is not to be suppress- 
ed. The individual manufacturer who 
is tempted into the unusually profitable 
business of the trust will take care of 
the monopoly question and prevent In- 
Jury to the nation. The trust BO far as 
aggregation and enlargement go, is one 
day to be recognized as a grand step 
toward cheaper products for the people 
than could have been obtained by any 
other mode than the aggregation of 
capual and establishments. 
Already 


the ^uosts of numerous departed trusts 
which aimed at 
monopolies have 


marched across the stage of human af- 
fairsi each pointing to its fatal -wound 
inflicted by that great corrective, com- 
petition. Like the ghosts of Macbeth'a 
victims, the line promises to stretch 
longer and longer, and also like those 
phantoms of the brain they 'come liko 
shadows, so depart' 


"The earth hath bubbles as the water hath, 
And these are of them. 
"The masses of the people, the toiling 


millions, are soon to find In this great 
law of aggregation of capital and of 
factories another of those beneficent 
agencies which in their operation tend 
to bring to the homes of 'the poor in 
greater degree than ever more and 
more of the luxuries of the rich and 
Into their lives more of sweetness and 
light • The only people who have rea- 
eon to fear trusts are those who trust 
them."

FOREMEN JOIN THE LINEMEN 


Telephone Strike Still on and Increas- 


ing. Statement of the Men 


The striking linemen of the New 


England telephone and telegraph com- 
pany throughout Western Massachu- 
setts are still out, and say they intend 
to remain so unitil they fret the 10-cent 
advance in daily wages they have 
asked for. 
On learning 
yesterday 


morning from Superintendent Daboll 
that nothing could be done about the 
matter until headquarters was heard 
from, it was decided to nold out uuntil 
the demands made are granted. 


Yesterday morning- the foremen were 


asked to do the work of the linemen. 
They did not go out Monday, beins 
perfectly satisfied with their condition. 
They refused to do the work of the 
linemen, however, and were asked to 
hand in their balances. They consider- 
ed this equivalent to being discharged 
and stc>j>i>ed work at noon. This, there- 
fore, amounts to a small sympathetic 
strike, -which affects about ei°:ht men. 
The linemen say that the chamg-e pro- 
posed by the company would 
give 


them but 17 cents per week advance 
over their former wages. They want 
more and they also Object to working 
on holidays. 


The men most deeply Interested in 


the strike are the climbers!, who, ac- 
cording to the new schedule of wajres 
which went into effect Saturday, and 
of which the men were notified, are 
receiving $2.40 a day. They ask for an 
increase of 10 cents a day, and al- 
though the other men in the gangs 
have ffo grievance they are joining the 
climbers. The cable men who did not 
go out with the others Monday loined 
the strikers yesterday. 


The men of the division gangs are 


paid according to their ability, the 
maximum rate being 
$2.40 a day. 


When out of the city of Springfield, 
which is headquarters for the division, 
they are required to nay their ex- 
penses to the amount of S5 a week, 
the company standing anything over 
that amount. 
The men claim thejr 


do not receive pay for holidays or oth- 
er days when they do not work. It is 
stated by. Superintendent Daboll that 
at times when they are laid off on 
account of rain, or for any reason oth- 
ei\%han by their own request, they re- 
ceive their full pay. 


The men. claim the employes of the 


Western division are paid a much 
lower rate of waeea than similar work- 
men elsewhere received.

Bird Flew Through Plate Glass 


A rather curious incident happened 


this week at the Daniels house In 
Pittsfield, which s,erves to give one a 
slight idea of the speed at which a wild 
bird ordinarily travels and the mo- 
mentum that its body thus attains. 
While the watchman was in the base- 
ment shortly before 7 o'clock, he was 
startled by hearing a loud crashing of 
glass and hastened up stairs under the 
impression that some one had tried to 
break in. Upon investigation he dis- 
covered that a large French plate glass 
window 15x60 had been badly broken, 
while under the window in the debris 
lay the body of a plump, full-grown 
partridge with its neck broken. The 
bird was probably encfeavoring to es- 
cape from some pursuer and seeing the 
•window which waa nearly as transpar- 
ent as the surrounding air, tried to 
pass through it with the above result. 
Its momentum must have been consid- 
erable, for the window was of glass 
5-16 of an inch thick. Not only was the 
glass broken, but' the wooden stops 
holding the window in the frame were 
loosened. 


CREW OF WOMEN FORMED. 


They Will Row Under Color* of the 


Colnxtfblaa Association, 


A number of young women of the 


East Boston district who are interest- 
ed in aquatics have formed an eight 
oared crew to row under the colors of 
the Columbia Kowing association, says 
the New York World. Mrs. McQuillan- 
is one of the most popular young wom- 
en in East Boston and is well known 
in athletic circles. She is at present a 
member of the East Boston gymna- 
sium, with which she has been con- 
nected for eight years. An eight oar 
crew of women, she thought, would be 
novel as well as Interesting, for they 
are rarely seen, save at seminaries. 


Mrs. McQuillen has won many tro- 


phies in rowing contests. The crew, 
besides herself, is composed of Marga- 
ret Gardner, Winifred Norton, Win- 
nie Connolly, Alice Sullivan, Mattie 
Sullivan, Mary Kane and Mary Leg- 
gett These young women are all mem- 
bers of tbe East Boston gymnasium 
and have been connected with it for 
many years. It is expected that they 
will begin earnest practice when the 
bathhouse at Wood Island park opens, 
which will be early In May. The crew- 
will be coached by Thomas Foley of 
the Columbian Bowing association, 
who at one time was one of the best 
coaches 1n his class. 


The young women have two shells, 


both of which were built by Davey. 
The working boat, in which the crew- 
will practice Is C5 feet long and 3 feet 
wide and constructed of the best of 
white pine. Their racing boat is 63 
feet long. All the present members 
are good swimmers, not being afraid of 
the water. Mrs. McQuillen thinks her 
crew will soon get accustomed to shell 
racing. She intends issuing a chal- 
lenge to any eight oared crew of young 
women In the country after June 1. 


The uniforms of the crew are not 


the least interesting. They are of blue 
and white striped jerseys, tights and 
abort skirts.

Wonders and Beauties of Buffalo's Great Ail-American 


Fair—Graphic Picture of the Grounds as They 


Will Appear to the Visitor—One Feature to 


Be an Unparalleled Electrical Display.

yiST where to begin a story of the 
.great Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo is a problem offering many 
ways of approach, all of them at- 


tractive, all of them so inviting as to 
leave one still in doubt which to choose. 


If we begin at the upper left hand 


corner—the northwest—as an 
artist 


might do in making a picture, we shall 
straightway find ourselves in the laby- 
rinths of the Midway, surrounded by 
the gayest of scenes, in a maze of nov- 
elties, 
threading 
serpentine 
walks, 


meeting the grotesque and the incon- 
gruous and laughing with the merriest 
of merry crowds. If we begin at the 
northeast corner, we shall sit in the top 
row of seats in the Stadium, looking at 
a. crowd of 25,000 people in that great 
amphitheater, larger in its dimensions 
than the Coliseum built by Vespasian 
and Titus to please the sportive Romans 
at the beginning of this era. 


Rather let us come up from the city 


by trolley, as most of the visitors will 
do, and approach the exposition from 
the south. It is a close three miles from 
the business center of Buffalo to the 
southern gates of the exposition, but 
mo city ever had a better street railway 
system than this, and it is a short ride. 
Several hundred new cars have been or- 
dered for the Pan-American year, and 
a 5 cent fare will take passengers from 
any point in the city, no matter how 
remote, to the gates of the exposition. 


The ride is through as beautiful a res- 


idence section as any city can boast. 
There are miles upon miles of smooth 
asphalt pavements, bordered with green 
lawns, embowered with maples and 
elms. Nearly every dwelling has a 
broad veranda, shaded with vines or 
banked with brilliant blossoms. Every 


nearly matured and so much work has 
been done that we know now what the 
visitors shall see in the matter of im-

It is May, 1901. We alight at Forest 


avenue and enter at the grand southern 
gateway of the exposition. It is on Lin- 
coln Parkway, a broad, beautiful boule- 


In with our fresh vision and alort sen- 
sibilities are among the most beautiful 
in the world. It is easy to indorse such 
an agreeable expression of opinion, for 
he must be obtut,e indeed who will not 
readily imagine himself set down in one 
of nature's own fairylands. 


In planning the great exposition it has 


been the aim of the architects to avoid 


boys to whom swimming and diving are 
as yet arts unachieved. 


What a scene! How fresh and green 


and abundant the foliage, a delight to 
the botanist in its amazing variety, a 
picture to arrest the eye of any artist! 
And flowers! Children of the sun! Na- 
ture's expression of her most joyous 
moods! 
How generously have these 


been spread throughout the borders of 
this elysian highway! One may well 
believe there is a subtle plan back of it 
all. 
Undoubtedly we are victims of a 


latent conspiracy. By these delicate in- 
struments—the play of color on the 
eye, 
the wafting of invisible floral

ness and make a picture that one will 
carry always in his mind when once it 
has been recorded there by the camera 
of the eye. 


We are now at the Approach, shaded 


by tall trees, and advance to the Fore 
Court. We cross the Mirror Lakes upon 
the Triumphal Bridge, one of the splen- 
did exterior features of the exposition. 
The Mirror Lakes are a part of the 
Grand Canal, which completely encir- 
cles the main group of buildings, a mile 
or more in length, upon which pleasure 
craft of all-sorts will carry the visitor 
from point to point for a small fee. 
Leaving the Triumphal Bridge, we come 
to the Esplanade, where 250,000 people 
may gather upon the occasion of special 
celebrations or ceremonies. 


The main exposition buildings are 


grouped around a vast court in shape 
like an inverted T. As we stand in the 
Esplanade facing the north the lesser 
courts of the horizontal are at the 
right and left. The Esplanade is 1,74:5 
feet long by 510 feet wide. The perpen- 
dicular or greater court, including the 
Court of the Fountains and the Plaza, 
is 2,000 feet long by 500 feet wide. From 
our viewpoint in the Esplanade we can 
see some part of nearly all the great 
buildings. It will be noted that there 


buildings. The largest of these is 601 
feet long by 130 feet wide, with a cen- 
tral dome 250 feet above the main floor. 
The greater portion of the government 
exhibits will be sheltered in this build- 
ing. 
The other two buildings are each 


150 feet square and stand west of the 
main building, connected by circular ar- 
cades. The group forms a semicircular 
court 150 feet across, in which are foun- 
tains and flowers and other decorative 
features. 
The lesser buildings are to 


be used for the aquariums and fish dis- 
plr.y, the exhibits from the new island 
possessions of the United States and for 
a display of the United States Meteor- 
ological bureau. 


The western end of the Esplanade is 


defined by a group of buildings little 
less in their magnificence and arranged 
in the same mannc-r as the government 
buildings. These are the Horticultural 
building, 220 fer-t square, with a central 
lantern 238 feet high, flanked on the 
north by the Graphic Arts building and 
on the south by that devoted to Forest- 
ry and Mines. 
The circular arcades 


which connect the buildings are very 
ornate and form the entrances to the 


! conservatories back of thorn. The large

Esplanade are punken gardens, floial 
displays and colonnades, which com- 
plete the beauty of the broad, open 
space.

lawn has its floral feature. The absence 
of fences gives the whole city a park- 
like aspect in the open residence por- 
tions. The streets are clean as a ship's 
deck. The air is sweet. A cool breeze 
comes from Lake Erie, which lies to the 
southwest. It is this tempering wind 
that fans the city throughout the torrid 
season and gives to Buffalo the most 
delightful summer climate known to any 
city of the north. Hot nights are a rar- 
ity. An abundance of pure water from 
Lake Erie, a perfect drainage system, 
the cleanest of streets and proper sani- 
tary regulations, well enforced, com- 
bine to five Buffalo a place of high 
rank as a healthful city, Her mortali- 
ty record Is one of the best. Wheelmen 
will be interested to know that there 
•re ttt miles of the smooth, clean as- 
phalt streets in the city, to say nothing 
of the fine macadam roads and cycle 
paths throughout the extensive park 
system, of which there arc about 
5>R 
nilet. 


The plans Cor the exposition are so 


vard shaded deeply with rows of tall 
maples. The entrance is one of the not- 
able architectural works of the expo- 
sition, of rich and elaborate design. A 
50 cent ticket gives us the freedom of 
the exposition for a day. 


We are in the city for at least a week, 


so will take our pleasure leisurely. We 
are conscious that a myriad of wonder- 
ful .sights lie beyond the great portal, 
but themore haste the less pleasure. The 
terminal station of the intramural rail- 
way at the left receives the bulk of the 
Incoming crowd, but there are many 
who prefer to walk now and ride when 
wearied with sightseeing. 


A Park of SnrpnmlnK Beauty. 


The Pan-American Exposition grounds 


are about one mile from north to south 
and half a mile from east to west. 
They embrace an area of 350 acres, of 
which 133 acres are improved park 
lands, a part of Delaware Park. Wu 
are told by experts whose word Is law 
among landscape architects that the 
park scenes which we are now drinking 


disturbing any of the features of this 
charming pleasure grourd. The walk 
leads the visitor among stately trees 
and alors stretches of rare shrubbery 
that give off delicious odors from mil- 
lions of (lowers. The flrsl notable build- 
ing is the Albright Art Gallery, well 
within the park on an elevated site. It 
is the permanent home of the public art 
treasures of Buffalo, and the building is 
the gift of an enterprising and public 
spirited citizen, Mr. J. 3. Albright, who 
has taken this as an opportune time to 
bestow a lasting benefit upon the city. 
It also meets appropriately the pur- 
poses of an art building for the exposi- 
tion. 


We come presently to a bridge of 


elaborate design which spans a narrow 
place in the Park Lake. On either side 
are broad reaches of water dotted with 
pleasure boats. The plumage of swans 
and uther waterfowl of dazzling white- 
ness gladdens and enlivens the scene. 
They are good sailors, those birds with 
sinuous necks, and the envy of young 


So skillfully has the work been per- 


formed that one may scarcely discover 
where the park has been grafted upon 
the newer grounds of the exposition. 
The park lands have necessarily been 
somewhat invaded, but not disfigured. 
A little grade brings you finally to a 
point where the architectural beauty of 
the great main group of exposition 
buildings blossoms before the eye as a 
flower opens when the sun streaks the 
eastern sky and heralds the dawn of a 
new day. 
A Wonderful Architectural Creation. 


There are some 20 or more large 


buildings, including the massive archi- 
tectural features of a decorative char- 
acter. The lesser buildings are num- 
bered by the hundred. The love of 
symmetry has guided the hands of the 
designers of these glorious works, and 
the arrangement is upon harmonious 
lines. Color shades into color, shadow 
blends into brightness, and there are 
brilliant contrasts in a thousand ways 
that forbid a hint of severity and same- 


has been a liberal use of color in all the 
exterior work. The roofs are red tiic, 
and the walls of staff are tinted in va- 
rious soft shades that suggest the trop- 
ics. Numerous shady arcades and airy 
pavilions promise comfort upon the 
warmer days. There is a uniformity of 
eave line among the great buildings, 
and patient attention to detail is every- 
where manifest in these extensive ar- 
chitectural works. Pillars and pilasters 
are made rich with bas-reliefs and ara- 
besques. Arches are tinted and fres- 
coed. Towers, lanterns, domes and min- 
arets, flag standards, flnials and fes- 
toons, with countless flags, streamers 
and banners waving gayly, combine to 
heighten the festival aspect. 


The style of architecture here observ- 


ed is described as a modification of the 
Spanish renaissance, it having been de- 
cided that this would somewhat pro- 
claim the All-American or Pan-Ameri- 
can 
character 
of 
the 
exposition. 


Throughout Latin-America the approv- 
ed architecture is that which has come 
down from the Spain of old, changing 
somewhat through the lapse of centu- 
ries. The visitor from California, Mex- 
ico, Central and South America will feel 
the compliment expressed in the archi- 
tectural features of the exposition. 


lines of tbe Principal BuildinK*. 
Now a few wo.'ds about the dimen- 


sions and purposes of the larger build- 
ings. To the right, at the extreme east 
end of the Transve.-se Court, is the gov- 
ernment group, consisting of three large 


and left are two huge, towerlike build- 
ings ISO feet square, one devoted to Eth- 
nology and the other to Music. Next 
beyond the Ethnology building, on the 
right, is the building, 350 by 500 feet, 
to be devoted to Manufactures. A 
broad; open space, containing an aquat- 
ic basin and floral features, separates 
the two. On the west side of the Court 
of the Fountains is the Machinery and 
Transportation building, of the same 
size as the Manufactures building. 
Each of these buildings contains a large 
court surrounded by arcades and con- 
taining a profusion of foliage and flow- 
ers and a long pool of water banked 
with . grass and pebbles. Seats and 
walks among the shrubbery invite the 
visitor to rest and refreshment. 


Centerpiece of the Exposition. 


The Court of the Fountains is the ex- 


quisite centerpiece of the exposition. 
Beautiful by day to a degree quite un- 
surpassed, with its wonderful display 
of fountains, flowers and ornate sur- 
roundings, its charms are best present- 
ed at night. Then the element of mar- 
velous electric effects is added to the 
other embellishments. All the sur- 
rounding buildings are outlined with a 
rich tracery of incandescent electric 
lights. The light is so diffused that there 
are no shadows, more than 100,000 lamps 
being used to produce this pleasing ef- 
fect. Colored lights play upon the foun- 
tains, making every glistening drop a 
gem of purest ray. 


The massive Electric Tower, 350 feet 


high, marks the northern boundary of 
the Court of the Fountains. It is 76 
feet square, with long, circular, wing- 
like colonnades extending from the east 
and west and bending to the southward 
85 feet. In a niche of the tower facing 
the south is a waterfall 30 feet wide and 
70 feet high. The falling water is caught 
at every point of its descent and bro- 
ken into myriads of individual drops. 


Within the face of the niche Is an elab- 
orate arrangement of electric lights, by 
means of which countless fantastic de- 
signs are made to appear in the surface 
of the sparkling waterfall. Other lights 
play upon the water from without, pro- 
ducing brilliant and pleasing effects, 
quite unlike anything heretofore at- 
tempted. The tower stands in a large 


j aquatic pool surrounded by balustrades 
and (lowers, with numerous fountains 
and cascades playing into the basin. 
The tower is reached from the Plaza on 
the north side by a bridge of attractive 
design. Elevators carry the visitors to 
the promenade floors at various heights. 
From these floors broad and beautiful 
views of the exposition and surround- 
ings are obtained. At the height of 200 
feet in the tower is a large restaurant. 
At a height of 200 feet is a lookout that 
gives one a bhrtseye view of a vast 
stretch of country, including the Niag- 
ara Frontier, Niagara river, Canada 
and Lake Erip. 


Directly east of the tov *r, on the 


north side of the Mall, is the Agricul- 
tural building and beyond that the Live 
Sti ck displays, thr- latter covering ten 
acres. V, ert of tho tower is the Elec-

Features About tlip Plaza.

about this arena for athletics, the lar- 
gest and grandest ever erected in ths 
United States or in the western hemi- 
sphere. It covers ten acres and con- 
tains, as we have noted, seats for 25,- 
000 people. There :s a quarter mil* 
track, with abundant room for all sorts 
of high class athletic feats and con- 


] tests. 
It is also the show place for 


jelectiic vehicles, machinery, horses and 
! other live stock. 
The entrances are 


larsre and admit the floats and other 
features of the pageants employed in 
special celebrations. Benei th the seats 
is space for a vast number of exhibits. 


Opposite the Stadium, im the west 


side of the Plaza, is a large building 
used for restaurant purposes and form- 
ing the chief entrance to the Midway. 
The Midway covers 20 acres and con- 


! tains an assortment of e: tertainment 
novelties unparalleled. A great num- 
ber were offered and from 1i,em the 
best chosen. The Midway is, cf course, 
the gayest feature of the exposition, af- 
fording a welcome contrast from the 
great number of exhibits that are edu- 
cational in tL-jir character, however in- 
teresting, and which tax the under- 
standing and retentive powers of the 
wisest brain. 


On the north side of the Plaza are the 


Propylsea, consisting of great Monu- 
mental Entrances, connected by a curv- 
ed colonnade of huge proportions. They 
form an imposing architectural screen, 
shutting out the steam railway tracks 
and trains that reach the exposition 
grounds at this point. Here we may 
take the intramural railway train and 
ride around the grounds, which are 
made beautiful with trees, shrubs, 
flowers, fountains, lagoons, lawns and 
paths at every point. 


At the southeast of the main group of 


buildings about 14 acres are set apart 
for the State and Foreign buildings, an 
exposition in themselves. They are 
ranged around a broad court, beautiful 
with aquatic basins, fountains, foliage 
and blossoms. 


West of the state and foreign build- 


ings, beyond the Fore Court, are the 
Music Gardens, where large assemblages 
may enjoy concerts at almost any hour 
of the day or evening. Beyond the Mu- 
sic Gardens, near the North Bay, is the 
building erected by the state of New 
York in co-operation with the exposi- 
tion directorate. It is a permanent 
building and is to be the home of the 
Buffalo Historical Society's large, valu- 
able and interesting collection of relics. 


Scope of the Exposition. 


This exposition is intended to convey 


a comprehensive idea of the intellectual. 
social and material progress of the 
nineteenth century in the western hem- 
isphere, embracing the independent 
governments and dependencies of the 
three Americas and the adjacent is- 
lands. As an electrical exposition it is 
expected to surpass anything ever at- 
tempted. The Niagara Falls Electric 
Power plant, the largest on the globe, 
is only 30 minutes' ride by rail from the 
exposition, and it is from this source of 
supply that the unlimited power for the 
uses of the exposition and lor the ex- 
tensive and extraordinary electric dis- 
plays is to be drawn. 


The exhibits to be displayed in the 


larger buildings are announced in 15 
groups or classes, as follows:

forming a network of electrical service 
well nigh equaling in extent and variety 
the electrical service of a large city.

their folders for this season prominent 
advertisements of the Pan-American 
exposition. A considerable staff of writ- 


ers is employed in supplying the de- 
mands for information about the expo- 
sition. 
The fruit display from southern Cal- 


ifornia will be upon the same grand 
scale that has been the rule at other 
expositions. The Californians omit no 
opportunity to show the world they ar* 
alert. 


The exposition management declined 


to grant a concession for a Midway at- 
traction showing the destruction of the 
battleship Maine on the ground that it 
would be unwise in that way to perpet- 
uate the animosities of the past.

In court both cases were continued 
till tomorrow morning, and Larkin was 
placed under bonds of J200. 


Another case of assault was that of 


Mary Manes, charged with assault on

Cohen, a -youngster whose 


father, Jacob, brought the charge. It 
is alleged that the Manes woman gave 
Mattie a vigorous spanking, to which 
his erents objected on the around of 
constitutional privilege. They say that 
Mary Manes Is recently from New 
York and started out to run things in 
the New York style, which "didn't go" 
with them.

Satanic Plot Devised by Brmhmna 
Prleits to Punish Her For Avoita- 
•y— Pining Away Since Her Conver- 
sion to Chriitlanitr. 
One of the stories told at the ecn- 


tncuieal conference Is about a yonnj 
Hindoo wome* named Sooboonagam 
Ammal, whose history Is a strange one. 
It Is a story as strange as that of Dun- 
gara, the god of things as the* are. 
An apostate from the Brahman faith, 
she has, since her conversion to Chris- 
tianity, been pursued with relentless 
malignity by her people, says the New 
Tork Herald. 
Escaping from India 


through the aid of Miss Grace Ste- 
phens, superintendent of the Methodist' 
Episcopal mission at Madras, who 
brought about "Sooboo's" conversion 
to Christianity, the young 
fugitive 


fears that even in New Tork she will 
not be safe from the satanic ingenuity 
which has almost cost her her life. 
Accompanied by Miss Stephens, "Soo- 
boo" arrived on the Germanic late the 
other night. 


The subtlety of the Brahmana can be 


appreciated by those who have read 
how Dnngam's Hindoo priest persuad- 
ed an Innocent German missionary to 
set his children at work making cloth 
from a poisonous weed, a cloth which 
when worn as a garment burned the 
flesh like fire and convinced the wear- 
ers that they were under a curse for 
having deserted the faith of their fa- 
thers. Miss Stephens fears that her 
young convert has been made a victim 
In like manner and that "Sooboo," as 
she is affectionately called, may prove 
a martyr to her new found faith. 
It 


was about six months ago that she be- 
gan to pine away without any ailment 
that could be diagnosed. She grew 
worse, and symptoms of poison showed 
themselves. In spite of all efforts the 
source of this poison could not be dis- 
covered. 


Forty days of feasting followed the 


birth of "Sooboo." She was a petted 
child. Her jewels came from ancient 
temples and were bought for her at 
fabulous prices. She early exhibited 
mental precocity. 
At the age of 10 


years she was married to her nearest 
marriageable relative. 
Although the 


husband selected was a worthless hang- 
er on of the family, he was of the 
purest caste. 
Tea thousand rupees 


were spent on her wedding. "Ammal" 
was added to her name when the mar- 
riage took place. It means simply 
"madam." 
But Soobocnagam has a 


deep significance to the Hindoo, being 
a compound of an abbreviation of Su- 
bramanium, God of Wisdom, iunl ua- 
gam, the cobra, which Is the Hindoo 
type of subtlety. 


Belonging to a devout family "Soo- 


boo" had been its most devout member. 
In her mother's arm the sacred seal 
bad been imbedded in the flesh. "Soo- 
boo" asked for this distinction, but the 
priests refused because of hpr youth. 
Instead they gave her a sacred powder 
to keep always about her person. 


Besides the Hindoo Lares and Pe- 


nates, "Sooboo" had in her own room 
12 images and 25 pictures of Idols. It 
was her duty to decorate all the ob- 
jects of worship in the house with flow- 
ers, toedrink a little of the holy water 
after placing it before each idol, and 
then, before every one of the Images, 
to count 100 beads, saying a prayer for 
every one, until 1,000 had been num- 
bered. 


It was the thirst for knowledge that 


brought about "Sooboo's" change of 
faith. She was anxious to learn the 
Tamil dialect, and the only place to 
learn it was at the Christian mission. 
Miss Stephens at once saw what as 
interest in the mission would be cre- 
ated <f "he could make an Impression 
on the young woman whose piety, from 
the Hindoo standpoint, was so well 
known. She did not press the Chris- 
tian doctrine upon "Sooboo," but led 
her to sead the Bible for herself, and 
it ,was not long before the girl had be- 
gun to doubt her religion. A shocked 
half comprehension of this donbt led 
"Sooboo's" mother to persuade the hus- 
band to send her to the Bangalore tem- 
ple. There "Sooboo" made one more 
effort to restore her confidence In the 
Vedas by n course of fasting and 
prayer, but without avail. 


Secretly the young woman packed 


tip her wardrobe and left the temple. 
It was on Christmas day, 1895, that 
she appeared *t the Madras mission, 
announcing her intention to give up all 
for the Christian faith. Only a few 
hours later a deputation of venerable 
Hindoos, accompanied by police offi- 
cers, came to the mission. They de- 
manded to see the girl and were per- 
mitted to do so. She was firm. They 
stormed and raved, bat could make no 
Impression. On New Tear's day "Soo- 
boo's" mother, her aunt and a little 
nephew, of whom she was very fond, 
came to renew the entreaty. They 
had with them a crowd of angry men. 
But "Sooboo" remained firm. 


The news of Sooboonagam Animal's 


expected arrival In New Tork was ca- 
bled to Mrs. Z. P. Dcnnler, of 104 
Eleventh street, Long Island City, tho 
secretary of the Woman's Foreign Mis- 
sion Society of the New Tork East Con-| 
ference. Mrs. Dennler nnd a party of I 
friends met the Hindoo woman and 
Miss Stephens, who was with her, at 
the pier.

HORSES'ACTIONS IN BATTLE 


Some Keep Their Heads In the M»d Ktub; 


8omo Lo>e Them. 


A man seldom cries out when hit in 


the turmoil of buttle. It is the same 
with a horse. Five troopers out of six, 
when struck by a bullet, are out of their 
saddles withfti a minute. If hit in the 
breast or shoulder, up go their hands 
and they get a heavy fall; If in the leg 
or foot or arm, they fall forward and 
roll off. But even with a foot out off 
by a jagged piece of shell a horse will 
not drop. It is only when shot through 
the head of heart that he comes down. 
He may be fataiiv wounded, trot he 
hobbles out of the fight to right or left 
and stands with drooping head until 
loss of blood brings him down. The 
horse that loses his rider and is nn- 
wonnded himself will continue to iTm 
with his set of fours until some move- 
ment throws him out. T<tan he goes 
galloping here and there, neighing with 
fear and alarm* tint will not leave the 
field. In h>s rncing about he may get 
among the dead and wounded, but he 
will dodge them, if possible, and in 
any case leap over them. When be has 
come upon three-or four other riderless 
steeds, they "fall in" and keep together, 
»s if for mutual protection, and tho 
"rally" on tee bngle may bring the 
whole of themrihto the rauks ia a body. 


A horse which has passed through a 


battle nnwounded is fretful, sulky and 
nervous—the fame as a man—for the 
next three or four days. His first battle 
is also the making or unmaking of him 
as a warborse. If tha nervous tension 
has. been too great, he will become a 
bolter in the face of danger, and there- 
by become a danger in himself. If the 
test has not been beyond him, he will 
go into the next fight with bead held 
high and Seeks of foam blowing from 
bis month as he thunders over the 
earth.—Washington Post.

Wildly Becklesi Financial Career of 


Baron Albert Grant. 


One of the most dramatic if not ac- 


tually one of the largest failures, so far 
as the liabilities were concerned, was 
that of Baron Albert Grant of "Emma 
mine" notoriety. Grant was the un- 
crowned king of the financial world of 
his day and generation. He made mil- 
lions almost aa deftly as the late Mr. 
Barney Barnato, and he spent them 
right royally. 
He bought Leicester 


square and presented it, a free gift, to 
the people of London. He gave a din- 
ner to nearly a thousand cify magnates 
at a cost which was popularly reputed 
at the time to have exceeded 100 guineas 
a head, and which, in any event, un- 
doubtedly established a record in ex- 
travagant dinner giving which has yet 
to be beaten. 


And he started out to build a palace 


in Kensington which should "knock 
spots off" all other private residences, 
past: present or to come. Everything 
was get up regardless of expense. The 
ballroom walla were inset with panels 
of pink Italian marble, costing 800 
guineas each. In the entrance hall were 
four pillars of porphyry, worth £4,000. 


The building was scarcely finished 


when the crush came, and it remained 
for long a brink and mortar white ele- 
phant ou the hands of the trustees in 
bankruptcy. Eventually most of the in- 
terior fittings and decorations were dis- 
posed of piecemeal. The grand staircase, 
which had cost to build some £40,000, 
being acquired by the representatives 
of the late Mme. Tnssaud for a triSe 
over a fourth of that sum. It now forms 
tho main npprcach to tho upper end 
principal suit of rooms of the now ex- 
hibition buildings in the Marylebono 
road.—London Mail.

stitution

ADDRESS GIVEN AT DEBATE 


Lawyer Niles 
Given Decision Over 


Editor Chase. Who Uphold the Ne- 


gative on the Philippine De- 


bite in Grind Army Hall 


The Philippine question is decided for 


North Adams, so far as public debate 
is concerned, -and we shall continue to 
hold those islnads4 as American terri- 
tory. 


The long delayed Philippine debate 


between Lawyer C. P. Niles amd Editor 
W. H. Chase was held in Grand Army 
( 


hall last evening, with a fair attend- 
> 


ance and considerable 
enthusiasm. 


Lawyer Niles upheld the affirmative of 
the question: "Resolved, That 
the 


United States did only its duty to it- 
self, the Filipinos amd the 
world in 


taking the Philippine islands, and that 
we should continue to hold the islands 
as American territory." 


After an hour and a half of argument 


the judges retired for a few moments, 
and ratuiined with judghient in favor 
of the affirmative. The judges were Dr. 
John 
Ba«com of Williams college, 


Judge C. T. Phelpg and Rev. J. C. Teb- 
betts. 


Past commander Tower of th<* Grand 


Army presided, introducing the de- 
baters. Lawyer Niles went into the 
history of our relations with the is- 
lands, 'and delivered an address of some 
force. Mr. Chase put his remarks 
more in the form of am argument, but 
both were in form of addresses rather 
than debates, and no time was given 
for rebuttal of arguments. The debate 
was long, too long for the interest of 
the audience. 


Mr. NUes began with the story of Ad- 


miral Dewey's destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet, leaving the- islands at the 
mercy of Aguinaldo and his men, 
whereat America realized its duty, and 
has since been endeavoring to carry to 
the islands the freedom and civilization 
that they need. He could not tell how 
we ought to govern the islands, except 
that we should not tax them for the 
benefit 
of die trusts. We should 


maintain them as American territory 
as a monument to American honor, for 
their industrial value, and from the 
defensive standpoint in possible war. 


Mr. Chase devoted most of his argu- 


ment to our duty to the Filipinos. 
Spain could cede the islands, but could 
not deliver them, for at the time of the 
treaty they were largely winning back 
their independence. International law 
gives any ceded territory the right of 
revolt, which if put down, allows the 
nation to which it is ceded to occupy it 
again by right of conquest. It is there- 
fore by right of conquest only that we 
occupy the islands today. We have 
gone away from the constitution, and 
opened a path of danger for succeeding 
generations. 


While the judges were out, C. W. 


Dennett told a story,-and was answer- 
ed by Lawyer Beer. Mayor Wilkinson 
was called on but did not speak. A 
collection was also taken. Before the 
adjournment Rev. J. C. Tebbetts spoke 
briefly endorsing the administration.* 


In announcing the decision of the 


judges, Dr. Bascom said that they were 
in doubt as to what points were to be 
considered, but had decided to award 
the debate on the immediate and direct 
effectiveness of the argument. On this 
basis, they had decided in favor of the 
affirmative. 


Dr. Bascom then briefly expressed his 


own views on the subject. He said this 
was perhaps the greatest question that 
ever confronted this nation aside from 
the slavery question. 
Am.d for a long 


time we treated the slavery question 
from the standpoint of interest. Those 
who strove to deal with it in a purely 
conscientious way were decried and re- 
buffed. During the early stages of that 
struggle many tcok shelter under the 
constitution, and met every proposition 
with the question. "la it constitution- 
al?" Such evasion is putting a bushel 
over our light, which we have no right 
to do. 


The question with which we are now 


dealing is a great question of duty. We 
are the largest Christian nation of the 
world, and ttie question is, what shall 
we do for the \vorld? We cannot sit 
down under our own vine and fig tree 
and pay no attention to the rest of the 
world. But we should do what is right 
first, and let interest follow. 


We are in this Philippine business 


and cannot escape from it, no matter 
how much we may regret being in it. 
We are in the position of the good 
Samaritan, who, finding a man wound- 
ed by the roadside, bound up his 
wounds, tcok him to an inn and offered 
to pay for his further care. He may 
have wished that he had gone another 
road and not found the man, but, hav- 
ing found him, he did his duty to him. 


I am, said Dr. Buscom, neither an im- 


perialist nor an anti-Imperialist, but 
this nation cannot turn back from the 
duty that confronts it in the Philip- 
pines. We cannot le^ve the Philippine 
people, of many races, languages and 
customs, to the tender mercies of other 
nations or to fight it out among them- 
selves. As for giving a guaranty of in- 
dependence, which some think we 
ought to do, we can do this only when 
they have shown that they can estab- 
lish a civilized government that would 
show promise of st.ccess. We are far 
off from seeing that promise now, how- 
ever. 


Those who would rule now if they 


were left to themselves, have never 
had experience in self government and 
the government of others, and are a 
barbarous race. They could not set up 
a just and right government. For us 
to turn everything over to them is for 
us to stand in neglect of our duty. It 
would be simply to make a ring in 
which they could fight it out among 
themselves. 


The fact that they are fighting for 


their idea of liberty, does not show that 
they know what liberty really is. We 
must shield and guide them, until they 
can learn. We have been drawn Into a. 
position in some respects censurable, 
but on the whole magnificent, and we 
must do what we have in hand as best 
we can. If we look to the good of the 
Filipinos before our own, we shall be 
prosperoua In our work.
